Young  University  Cougars  rolled 
over  the  University  of  California 
at  Los  Angeles  Bruins  67-65  Sat- 
urday night  for  their  second 
straight  win  over  the  visitors. 

More  than  8,000  fans  saw 
Terry  Tebbs  and  Ed  Pinegar 
spark  the  Cougar  attack  with 
outstanding  defensive  play  and 
i floor  work  as  well  as  scoring 
drive. 

Californian  Center  Willie 
Naulls,  a 6’5”  Negro,  led  the 
game  scoring  with  27  points, 
22  on  field  goals,  while  Tebbs 
scored  21  and  Pinegar  17. 

Otitscbred  in  field  goals,  22- 
26,  the  Cougars  sharpened  up 
their  free  throw-shooting  eyes 
Saturday  by  scoring  61  per 
cent  of  their  attempts  after 
falling  way  below  the  50  per 
cent  mark  Friday. 

The  score  see-sawed  through 
the  first  minutes  of  the  second 
quarter,  with  five  deadlocks  be- 
fore the  Cougars  went  ahead  to 
stay  with  7 minutes  and  1 second 
left  when  Harry  Anderson  scored 
layup  shot  to  make  the  score 
20-18,  Cougars. 

From  there  on  BYU  widened 
the  score  until  the  final  min- 
utes when,  with  an  11  point 
lead,  a slight  slacking  up  by 


the  Cougar  defense  saw  the 
desperate  Bruins  close  the 
score  to  67-63  with  1 minute 
left  and  finally  bring  the  mar- 
gin to  two  points  a few  seconds 
before  the  final  horn  for  a 
score  of  67-65. 

Extra  excitement  was  added 
to  the  contest  when  Tebbs, 
with  all  6’5”  of  Nualls  hover- 
ing over  his  5’8”,  fired  a hook 
shot  from  the  corner  of  the 
court  for  a clean  basket,  and 
Ed  Pinegar,  after  having  the 
ball  stolen  by  Guard  Art 
Hutchins,  overtook  the  speedy 
Ucian  in  his  bid  for  a layup 
and-  executed  a spectacular 
block  which  allowed  the  Cou- 
gars time  to  group  their  de- 
fenses. 

In  the  final  seconds  Tebbs 
demonstrated  his  floor  playing 
ability  by  dribbling  in  a stalling 
action  and  forcing  Hutchins  to 
try  for  the  ball.  Hutchins  over- 
shot the  dribbler,  leaving  Tebbs 
ifcith  a clear  path.  Still  not  in- 
tending to  try  for  a layup  with 
its  chance  of  losing  the  ball  in 
the  crucial  seconds,  Tebbs  started 
back  out  to  the  back  court  when 
another  Bruin  was  drawn  out  of 
position.  This  gave  the  tricky 
BYU  guard  an  opportunity  that 
was  too  good  to  miss.
